ooQUtry. It is to be composed of 
one flat cat for demonstration 
work, dinner. Pullman, horticuU 
tnrsl csr, seed Gar« dairy car, poul- 
try car, slock car, two cara for the 
lecture's and a domestic science 
car. The itineary is being ar- 
ranged as rapidly as possible and 
will be anooaaoed at aa cariy date. 
Tlie catiie trua, is stated, will rep- 
resent on an elaborate scale 'an 
agricultural college on wheels, 
brought right to the homes of the 
peele of the country .or lecthres 
demonstrations that ordinar'y can 
be seen only at the State experi- 
ment stations." * - 

DeikOnfttaHbhA^of lW'4rtnd 
should prove of great value to the 
agricultural, livestock, dairying 
and other allied interests of the 
State. It IS possible in this way 
to reach great aamhera of farniers 
wlM>are nafamiliar with experi- 
ment station work and who by 
reason of theit living at points re- 
mote from the .stations cannot tu 
any material awsso re be ininenced 
or benefited by the demonstration 
farm.s.
